Andover Union Hosts to Nearly 1500 Delegates From C. E. |‘ "sme ber studies at Jackson college. 
Societies of Essex County at Convention Held in 
South, Free, and Baptist Churches 


Andover was the goal of nearly 1500 young 
pilgrims, members of the Christian Endeavor 
societies of Essex county, assembled for their 
thirty-fifth annual convention, with the 
members of the Andover Union as host on 
Monday. 

Undaunted by the wintry weather, the 
guests began to arrive early in the morning by 
auto busses, electric cars and private ma- 
chines and before the day was over the regis- 
tration was 1402. This number included 
218 juniors, 180 intermediates, 978 seniors 
and 26 pastors from the different churches 
of Essex county. 

Three distinct conventions were in pro- 
gress; the seniors met in the South Congre- 
age Church, the intermediates in the 

ree Christian Congregational church and 
the juniors in the Baptist church. A joint 
session of the three divisions was held in the 
South church in the evening. 

The day’s proceedings opened with a 
band concert at 9:30 and at ten o’clock dele- 
gations, gay with arm bands, badges, 
banners and flags, and headed by the Arling- 
ton Mills Band, paraded through the princi- 
pal streets.

DR. HSIEH AT SO. CHURCH 


Exponent of China of Today Makes 
Favorable Impression on Guests of 
South Church Men’s Club 


Tehyi Hsieh, managing director of the 
Chinese Trade and Labor Bureau of Boston, 
well-informed, witty, dramatic, subtly flat- 
tering, with a message calculated to create 
good-feeling between the two great republics 
of America and China, charmed the audience 
which gathered in the vestry last Friday 
evening at the invitation of the South 
Church Men’s club. 

Appearing first with the traditional 
queue, embroidered robe, and gracefully 
waving a fan of peacock feathers, the speaker 
seemed essentially Chinese, particularly as 
his opening remarks were made in that 
language, but with a few swift gestures he 
appeared transformed into the man of the 
world at large in conventional evening 
attire, 

To say that Dr. Hsieh spoke English 
fluently gives but a slight conception of his 
command of the language. Possessed of a 
remarkable vocabulary, he clothed his 
ideas in words chosen with a nicety of 
meaning, made puns, and told stories in 
Scotch dialect with a volubility which would 
put to shame many a well-educated Ameri- 
can, An occasional figure of speech, such as 
when he spoke of the interpreters at the 
disarmanent conference, who had an 
abundance of intentions but carried 
them in ap uckets so that they leaked 
out before they reached their destination, 
had an Oriental flavor. Neither did he 
hesitate to point out the inconsistencies 
of the English tongue which permit one to 
say “hurry up” to someone going down 
stairs, to take the elevated in the subway, or 
sense a double meaning when the young 
husband told his wife ‘‘you are much dearer 
to me than when we were first engaged.” 

Dr. Hsieh is a great admirer of President 
Coolidge, expressing his admiration of his 
“Chinese Silence,”’ his religious convictions, 
his filial respect, his strong stand for the 
constitution, his work for peace and his 
strong sense of justice.

Society 


Semi-Annual 


The lean-to house, in the setting of a New 
England landscape, with charm of do- 
mesticity and affect unmatched in the world, 
was the subject of the paper read by Rev. 
E. V. House at the semi-annual meeting of 
the Andover Historical society held Monday 
evening in the vestry of the Baptist church. 
Mr. House, who is now tor of the First 
Congregational church in Danvers, took 
especial pleasure in addressing an Andover 
audience as he was a student at the Andover 
Theological Seminary from 1891 to 1894, a 

riod which he characterized as the three 

st years of his life. 

He told of the development of the colonist’s 
house from the one-room dwelling with its 
single chimney, to the lean-to type, two 
stories high in front with the roof sloping 
almost to the ground in the rear, and later to 
the house with the gambrel roof, the latter 
distinctly the “fine house of that period.” 
The lean-to was first added to the original 
dwelling as a place for storage or a refuge for 
the farm animals, but was found so con- 
venient, that it was later included when the 
house was built. Although possibly not in 
essence of New England origin, in its com- 
pleteness of development it is a New England 
institution. It is rarely found outside of New 
England and is found only in the oldest 
settled age of this section of the country 
along the seaboard and the river valleys, 
dating usually from 1675 to 1725. It is the 
acme of simplicity and its dignity and perfect 
proportions have recommended the style to 
modern architects. In the rebuilding of 
Salem since the great fire of 1914 there has 
been a revival of the Colonial type and the 
lean-to house has again been built with good 
effect. 

The title of Mr. House’s lecture was 
announced as ‘The Lean-to House and the 
People It Sheltered” but he spoke only 
briefly of “the people” as this material was 
drawn principally from the vicinity of 
Danvers and was not of especial interest to 
the local audience.

“The Old Yellow Book,” Printed by the 
Andover Press 


The Andover Press has just finished and 
delivered to the publishers what is predicted 
will be rated as one of the great books of the 


year. 

It has already been named in the public 
press as one of the most remarkable books 
ever written by an American. It is from the 
pen of an eminent Philadelphia jurist, 
scholar and wit, Judge John Marshall Gest. 
It will arouse Browning students and en- 
thusiasts all over the world. 

It is an amazing book for many reasons. 
It is a searching and scholarly analysis of the 
work of a celebrated British poet by. a 
learned American judge. The book was 
thoroughly done and was worked at during a 
period of ten years. It is a most searching 
and thorough translation of all the original 
pamphlets which are part of the history of a 
celebrated murder trial that took place in the 
secular courts of Rome during the closing 
years of the seventeenth century and around 
which Browning wrote his best-known poem. 

Browning picked up in a Florentine book- 
stall what has ever since been known as the 
“Old Yellow Book.” He was entranced by 
what he read, and from its raw material, the 
poet elaborated that wonderful series of 
monologues, “The Ring and the Book,” in 
which the Roman public from diiferent view 
points, and the principal actors in the drama, 
retell the story with every possible variation 
that his fancy could invent, and with all the 
self-analysis in which his genius delighted. 
His admirers have ever maintained that the 
poet 160 years after the fact gave the world 
the true version of that famous trial. 

Judge Gest shows in his study of the 
“Old Yellow Book” that Browning for his 
uses was -content to skim the surface of a 
tragedy of the eternal triangle, and to 
assume that because the husband was old and 
rich and the lover was young, handsome and 
impecunious, the former was all wrong and 
the latter had chivalric justification for 
decamping Rome-ward with the child wife, 
for which there is no foundation in the 
original pamphlets. 

Were the poet still with us, he would have 
to concede that Judge Gest’s twentieth 
century scholarship is truer to the breathing 
original than the nineteenth century poesy. 

The format of the book is delightful. It is 
printed in large type on tinted India laid 
paper and numbers some 700 odd pages.

Malta has an area of 118 square 
miles and a population of 224,680. This 
includes the neighboring islands of 
Gozo and Comino, Malta was an- 
hexed to Great Britain, with the free 
will of the Maltese, in 1814 by the 
treaty of Paris.

It has a 
magnificent natural harbor at Valetta 
and an Ideal situation as a coaling sta- 
tion and center of Mediterranean com- 
merce.

Twelfth Night Customs 
Kept Up in England 

Many strange and curious rites and 
customs have long been connected 
with the observance of Twelfth night 
Twelfth night is the evening before 
Kpiphany, the 6th of January, also 
called Twelfthtide and Old Christmas 
day. 

In England the principal rite of the 
evening is the cutting of the “bean 
cake’—a cake in which a bean is 
cooked, the finder of which is made 
the king of the night and the fol 
lowing day, 

It was in commemoration. of this 
custom that Robert Baddely, an Eng- 
lish comedian of the Eighteenth cen- 
tury, who was long a favorite at the 
Drury Lane theater, made one of the 
strangest bequests on record.

Paper Cups and Dishes 
Made by Electricity 


Exemplifying the many diversified 
applications of electricity, ingenious 
machines are now weed for making pa- 
per cups and dishes by a manufactur- 
ing concern In Brooklyn. The crea- 
tion of these paper cups is an inter- 
Mechanical fingers on 
an ingenious electric-driven machine 
pick up a single disk of fine quality 
paper and place it in a section of the 
machine for pressing. This pressing 
gives the cup Its shape, plaiting the 
sides for strength and. rigidity. The 
plece {gs then transferred to another 
unit of the same machine, where It is 
sterilized by heating. 

When the second step has been com; 
pleted, the cup has assumed Its final 
form with plaited sides, natural curved 
lip and tumbler shapes. But, as a 
measure of added efficiency, it is put 
through a third process, being sprayed 
with hot paraffin, which seals the 
plaits and gives increased rigidity and 
crispness. From this point the cup 
passes into a baking chamber, where 
the- paraffin is drained off. The finished 
cups are carried along on an endless 
conveyor past a fan, the breeze from 
which hastens drying. 


Relieves Workers of 


Stigma of Suspicion 


To save workers in factories which 
employ in their products gold, silver, 
or precious stones from suffering the 
indignity of being selected for search- 
ing, a Danish engineer has invented 
a special apparatus. 

Hitherto, the custom has been to 
stop a certain proportion of the work- 
ers leaving such factories at night. 
thus apparently casting suspicion upon 
the individuals selected. By the new 
invention the worker asked to adjourn 
to the searching-room is chosen by a 
machine, 

The apparatus consists of a con- 
tainer holding a number of balls, cor- 
responding to the number of workers 
engaged in the factory. Some of the 
balls are made of a material conduc- 
tive of electricity. As the workers 
pass to the exit they press a button, 
when a ball is released. It rolls out 
of the container and a white 
glows for a moment.

Should one of the conducting spheres 
roll out, the electric current turns on 
a red lamp, wh:ch means that the per- 
son indicated is, one of those to be 
searched,

In these’ terse but kindly meant 
words a literary agent dismissed, a 
few days ago, a young author who had 
submitted to him some short stories, 

The young author complained later 
that it was useless to attempt to write 
artistic stories for the British public, 
writes a critic in the London Mail. 

“I am told that my work is good,” 
he mourned. “But in England there 
is no demand for work that is above 
the average. It is necessary to sac- 
rifice ideals in art if you expect to 
make a living. Every short-story 
writer has to submit to popular taste 
if he wishes to sell his stories,” 

The assumption, of course, was that 
popular taste is always bad taste. But 
is it? 

There is a certain restricted class 
of reader who likes to know what 
people think rather than what they 
do. Such a reader can find enormous 
pleasure in books or short stories in 
which ali adventures are adventures 
of the mind. But by far the greater 
number of readers of fiction prefer 
action. They have no patience with 
the school of writers who believe that 
to reveal the innermost thoughts of 
a man or woman who does nothing is 
the supreme test of artistry, 

To expel from the ranks of good 
books all novels which are novels of 
action would be to cut out some of 
the greatest stories written. No. 
longer should we be able to rejoice 
in the adventures of the Three Mus- 
keteers or follow the doings of a Da- 
vid Copperfield. 

Popular taste asks for romance, for 
stories of courage and movement, of 
human impulses and deep-seated emo- 
tions common to us all. Is popular 
taste wrong?.
